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DETAILED ACTION 



In view of the appeal brief filed on 8/21/2006, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set forth below.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 



Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

The most relevant references are the Harpale reference, the Togher reference and the Garber 

reference. 

The Harpale reference teaches a method and corresponding system for initiating, facilitating and 
carrying out cross-market electronic trading. The invention dynamically routes transactions for 
parties and also matches different transaction parameters between a buy and a sell request. 
The Togher reference teaches a trading system that identifies best bids and offers fro counter 
parties with which each party is eligible to deal. The Togher system includes a plurality of 
trading terminals each associated with a respective trading floor for generating electronic price 
quotation including bid and/or offer prices. 

The Garber reference teaches a system and method for linking a Rolling Spot Currency contract 
with a Market Maker. The method includes the steps of receiving a primary currency purchase 
order indicative of whether a currency is to be bought or sold; receiving a secondary currency 
purchase order, the secondary currency purchase order indicative of a currency option hedge; 
matching and executing the primary currency order to maintain a currency futures market; 
matching and executing the secondary currency order to maintain a currency option market; and 
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providing intermarket futures and options trading to manage risk taken in a position resulting 
from trade in either market. 

The Harpale, Togher and Garber references individually or in combination fail to teach a 
method and system for online trading of assets via transactionally linked markets comprising; 
automatically calculating, based on the unified cross market trading strategy, a price and an 
amount for the first order in the first yirtual market based on price and an amount of one or 
more orders in the second market; automatically calculating, based on the unified cross market 
trading strategy, a price and an amount for the second order in the second virtual market based 
on price and an amount of one or more orders in the first market . (These limitations are 
specifically exemplified at pages 25-26 of the specification). 

Updated searches revealed no references that disclosed the claimed invention, nor were any 
further references identified which could be reasonable combined with Harpale, Togher and 
Garber references. 

For this reason, claims 1,12 and 19 are deemed to be allowable over prior art of record and 
claims 2-1 1 and 13-18 are allowed by dependency.
